Sedalia, Mo., Oct. 16.—Here in the 
heart of rural Missouri tonight, Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith, the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, labeled “Coolidge econ- 
omy” One of the issues the Republican 
party is stressing in this campaign, asa 
myth that could be exploded merely by 
resorting to figures that are contained 
in the financial reports of officials of 
the Coolidge administration and in ap- 
propriation bills enacted by a Republi- 
can Congress. 

He characterized the Republicans’ 
claim of reduced expenditures in oper- 
ating the Federal Government: during 
the last seven years as part of the cam- 
paign of misrepresentation the Republi- 
can party is conducting. It is a cam- 
paign, he said, that can not stand up 
under the glare of the record written in 
Washington during that period 

He endeavored to show, first. that the 
difference in the cost of operating the 
Government in 1924, as compared with 
1921, merely represented the transition 
from a war-time to a peace-time basis, 
and was in no way due to economies ef- 
fected in the administration of govern- 
mental agencies that go on both in 
times of peace and war. 

Second—He cited Government figures 
to support his charge that the cost of 
operating the Government has been 
mounting every year of the Coolidge 
administration since 1924, despite the 
petty economies that have been her- 
alded for the purpose of bolstering up 
the false claim of economy which the 
Republicans are scattering broadcas!

TO ZEPPELIN’S HEROES; SHIP DODGED 


Zigzag Course Followed 
to Keep From Storms 
and Squally Areas. 


SAFETY, SAYS OFFICER, 
LAY IN GOOD WEATHER 


Accident, He Adds, Proves 
Dirigibles Can Be Re- 
paired in Flight. 


“BUMP” GIVEN BLAME 
FOR RIPPING OF FIN 


Count Zeppelin’s Son-in-Law 
Praises Handling of Big 
Craft at Lakehurst.

New York, Oct. 16 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— 
How the crippled German dirigible Graf 
Zeppelin played hide and 
the weather 2,000 miles at sea, with 
her own life and the safety of her pas- 
sengers at stake, was revealed today in 
Capt. Ernest A. Lehmann’s account of 
the airship’s 6,300-mile

The first officer of the 
mighty “Zep” told his story en route 
from Lakehurst to New York to a dele- 
gation of reporters from the press cars 
attached to the special train provided 
by the. mayor's committee for the re- 
ception of distinguished guests. 

“The passengers and crew were never 
in danger of their lives,” he insisted 
doggedly when asked if the Graf Zep- 
pelin had not been in grave straits 
when her port stabilizer fin ripped 
open during a squall in mid-Atlantic 
last Saturday morning. 

“There was no risk as long as we kept 
out of bad weather areas and further 
violent squalls.” 


Accident Due to Bump. 


If the airship, by dodging about in 
the zig-zag course she followed after 
the mishap, had still been unable to 
escape conditions of the sort that origi- 
nally got her in trouble, Capt. Leh- 
mann said, her tail might have suffered 
enough additional damage to render 
her helpless. This would have left her 
at the mercy of the elements and ne- 
cessitated summoning surface craft to 
Save her passengers and crew. 

“Another reason we avoided rough 
weather as much as possible was that 
the damaged stabilizer rendered the 
Ship less maneuverable and would 
have made her very uncomfortable in 
turbulent air,” he said. “It would have 
been bad for all of us, but not neces- 
sarily dangerous.” 

Capt. Lehmann explained that the 
“misfortune” to the huge air liner re- 
sulted from a sudden terrific “bump” 
she encountered. He said the violent. 
manipulation of ‘he elevators by a 
helmsman of too little experience con- 
tributed to the mishap, but insisted 
that even the combination of these 
two things would not have ripped open 
the tail if there were not an unde- 
tected weak spot in the fabric cover- 
ing. 

China HWurled Off Tables. 

“The squall threw the ship about 
so violently and at such an angle,” 
he said, “that Chinaware was hurled 
off the tables in the passenger salon 
and dashed to bits, but she righted 
herself afterward in normal fashion. 
As a matter of fact ,there was nothing 
in the ship’s behavior to indicate dam- 
aged controls, and it was only because 
we knew there was a possibility of 
damage from so violent a bump that 
the mishap was discovered at once. 
An investigation in every part of the 
ship was ordered as a matter of ordi- 
nary pre-7ution, and it was then we 
found the crippled fin.” 

He told how Knut Eckener, son of 
the Graf Zeppelin’s skipper, and turee 
other members of the crew, Beurle, 
Ladeyg and Sammt, climbed from the 
body of the ship out into the metal 
framework of the stabilizer and se- 
cured the loose pieces of fabric. The 
elevator controls were also freed of 
shredded cloth that threatened to jam 
them. When this had been done a 
dozen expensive blankets were taken 
from the cabins to wall off the aper. 
ture opening from the body of the 
dirigible into the port fin to keep out 
the wind and prevent damage to the 
buoyant balloonets of hydrogen. 

Airship’s Safety Proved. 

“The misfortune we had was disap- 
pointing.” Capt. Lehmann said, “but 
it proved that almost any repalr can 
be made to an airship while in flight. 
That lesson alone makes the experi- 
ence worth while. In our opinion, 
this flight has proven the reliability 
and safety of airship travel, for we 
were able to come on, even in a2 dis- 
abled condition and in spite of bad 
weather conditions. We were also able 
to make efficient repairs under very 
unfavorable circumstances.” 

Ernst Brandenburg, Undersecretary 
of the German Ministry of Transporta- 
tion in charge of aviation, said he 
would return to Germany aboard the 
Graf Zeppelin as would three-fourths of 
the passengers who came over on her. 
His trip was made, he said, to study the 
possibilities of dirigibles for regular 
transatlantic travel and a study of the 
present flight will be made in connec-

CITY OFFICIALS REBUKED, 


Philadelphia, Oct. 16 (A. P.).—-The 
storm of arrests which threatened last 
Saturday night when District Attorney 
John Monaghan disclosed that “Al” and 
Ferguson Hendrie, whom he character- 
ized “the biggest beer runners in Phila- 
deiphia,” had talked, broke today and 
swept_a police captain, ten city hall de- 
tectives, three district patrolmen and 
a special policeman into court. 

The Hendrie brothers were arrested 
li connection with the special grand 
jury’s investigation of bootlegging, 
police corruption and gang murders, 
and weré kept incommunicado over the 
week-end while questioned by Mona- 
ghan, who is in charge of the investi- 
gation. 

William Frantz, suspended police 
captain, was the highest ranking police- 
man arrested todav. The others are 
Detectives Edward Farrell, James Ryan, 
Chester Peacock, Fred Wolf, John A. 
Stucker, Harry G. Bennet* Louis 
Faries, Kenneth Winterbottom, Frede- 
ic Silder and Frederick Plantieri. 
Patrolmen Campbell, Hergsheimer and 
Tuttle, and Harry Klein, a_ special 
policeman. 

Bennett, Faries, Silber, Winterbot- 
tom and Plantieri already have been 
arrested on other bribery charges. 

Bryan A. Hermes, assistant district 
attorney, announced that all were 
charged with bribery and extortion. 

While the number of city police 
under arrest neared the half hundred 
mark, Judge Edwin C. Lewis, of com- 
mon pleas court, who has been sitting 
as committing magistrate since the in- 
vestigation began, made an unqualified 
statement that Harry C. Davis, director 
of public’ safety. ought to resign, and 
that George W. Elliot, former director, 
should have quit when he was in of- 
fice. Elliot was Gen. Smedley D. But- 
ler’s right hand man when he was di- 
rector. 

The judge denounced Director Davis 
and Elliot after he heard testimony 
that Davis recently and Elliot when 
he was in office had ignored evidence 
that the now disbanded police “dry” 
raiding squad, known as unit No. 1, 
when it was organized by Gen. But- 
ler, was extorting protection money 
from saloonkeepers. 

The denunciation came at a hearing 
of “Sam” Griffin, who as a member of 
the ynit was known as “the millionaire 
cop.” Griffin, who went into the hotel 
business after he left the unit in March, 
1926, was held in $25,000 bail on 
charges of bribery and extortion.

Bishops Uphold Collect by One 
Vote; Now Plan to End Con- 
vention October 24. 


AUXILIARY ELECTION HELD 


Both houses of the General Conven- 
tion of the Episcopal Church struck 
into a fast legislative pace yesterday in 
the effort to conclude the triennium on 
October 24, instead of on October 27, 
as scheduled. If this can be accom- 
plished, the bishops and deputies can 
hasten back to their dioceses more 
than half a week sooner. 

Prayer book revision was the chief 
theme in the two bodies and while 
the discussion over the various items 
was at times animated, yet at no time 
did it wax acrimonious, although in 
the House of Bishops a certain amount 
of Episcopal calm was shattered by 
the proposal to incorporate a special 
prayer for the Fourth of July in the 
Book of Common Prayer. It finally 
passed the House of Bishops by the 
narrow margin of a single vote. 

A trio of noted bishops, Bishop Boyd 
Vincent, of Southern Ohio; Bishop 
Thomas C. Gailor, of Tennessee; and 
Bishop William T. Manning, of New 
York, stood like stone walls against 
the ratification of this prayer. The 
gist of their objections and those who 
sided with them was that the pro- 
posed prayer recalls the international 
hatreds of bygone wars. 

Bishop Gailor voiced his opposition, 
saying: “I don’t know which side I’d 
have been on if I had been alive in 
the days of the Revolution, which my 


ancestors fought in. He was interrupt- 


ed by a shout of “On which side?” 
from a fellow bishop. “They fought 
on the American side,” retorted Bish- 
op Gailor. Bishop Gailor then de- 


clared that Thanksgiving way shouid 
‘be observed as a patriotic festival. 


Bishop Vincent, who is senior bishop 
of the church, felt that enemy recol- 
lections would be perpetuated in the 
prayer and that it might prove offen- 
sive to British churchmen. He called 
attention to the fact that the church 
is developing a supranational aspect 
anil that “it was high time mere me- 
morials of war are given up.” 

Bishop Manning, of New York, wanted 
to substitute for the prayer a “service

New York, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Two score 
of gallant men who had shown a new 
way to the commerce of the air by their 
flight in the Graf Zeppelin from Ger- 
many. tonight were the guests of an 
enthusiastic city after a tumultous wel- 
come in the late afternoon. 

The largest city of the land forgot 
its business for a time to hail the crew 
ot the dirigible, symbolic of a new era 
in transportation of passengers and 
cargoes. 

At 3:50 p. m. the visitors were landed 
from the municipal tug Macom at the 
Battery, that small, clear space at the 
tip of Manhattan on which the sky- 
scrapers encroach as close as they can. 
Patient men and women had waited 
since early morning at the landing and 
a chorus of 10,000 voices was on hand 
to cheer. A light sprinkle of rain 
failed to diminish the crowds. 

Flags Dedeck Buildings. 

The gray office buildings had blos- 
somed forth with the flags of the two 
republics, Germany and the United 
States, and from their upper stories, 
as the parade formed and moved up 
Broaaway, came that paper storm 
which office workers delight to shower 
on the heroes who pass bélow them. 

The mounts of patrolmen cavorted 
ahead of the automobiles bearing the 
city’s guests and behind marched 
smartly picked detachments of the 
Army and Navy. The sidewalks were 
packed from curb to wall and at street 
intersections extended further back. 

The crowd cheered Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
the commander, and his son, who dared 
the storm to repair the crippled ship. 
But it cheered as heartily the cook, the 
steward, mechanics and all the others 
of the little band. The last Germans 
whom New York had welcomed so en- 
thusiastically were Baron Huenefeld 
and Capt. Koehl, of the airplane 
Bremen, first to cross the Atlantic from 
east to west. 

A ticket was necessary to enter City 
Hall Plaza, terminus of the parade, and 
that was no assurance that one could 
make one’s way through the throngs 
outside the reserved section. 

Acting Mayor Joseph V. McKee gave 
the visitors their formal welcome. 


Creating New Intercourse. 


“You are creating and beginning,” 
he said, “a new intercourse between 
nations—an intercourse of friendship— 
an intercourse of commerce, whereby 
the wants and needs of the people of 
the world will be better served. Your 
coming is the fruition of that for 
which men of the air have labored, 
struggled and died, the dedication of @ 
new means of intercourse for the ad- 
vancement and betterment of man- 
kind.” 

He added his congratulations to the 
German people who had made the 
flight possible. 

Dr. Eckener returned his thanks for 
the welcome of the city and said he 
hoped the flight might bring the two 
peoples nearer together. He expressed 
appreciation of the assistance and facile 
ities given him on this side of the Ate 
lantic.

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AIRSHIPS NOT SAFE. 
NAVY ADVISER SAYS 


Zeppelin Failed to Popularize 
Air Travel, According to 
Charles Burgess. 


U. S. DIRIGIBLE STRONGER 


The flight of the Graf Zeppeliri has 
hot ushered in an area of “safe and 
comfortable” commercial air travel 
across the Atlantic, in the opinion of 
Charles Burgess, civilian technical air- 
ship adviser to the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, Navy Department. 

Mr. Burgess is highly enthusiastic 
over the possibilities of lighter-than- 
air craft, but indicated his belief tnat 
some time will pass before airship travel 
across the ocean becomes popular. 

With the greatest of rigids yet con- 
structed tossed and partly crippled by 
storms, Mr. Burgess feels that larger 
and stronger airships, with accommo- 
dations for a greater number of pas- 
sengers must come before this mode of 
transporattion is generally accepted by 
travelers. 

He also pointed out that, regardless 
of the size and structural strength of 
rigid airships, it will not be possible 
to operate them across the north At- 
lantic on regular schedule, since 
weather conditions must always be 
considered. While .the airship can 
avoid storms when fully advised con- 
cerning weather conditions, Mr. Burgess 
feels that there must be a limit to 
such dodging operations, of passengers, 
long délayed en route, would seriously 
obiect. 

However, he pointed out that great 
ocean liners not infrequently are a day 
late in making the transatlantic cross- 
ing when storms are severe; also, that 
steamers often are not permitted to 
sail on schedule in the face of storm 
warnings. 

Mr. Burgess and others, who have 
worked over the plans for the two 
6,500,000-cubic foot rigids which Con- 
gress has authorized for the Navy, are 
confident these latest airships will be 
stronger and safer than any yet laid 
down. This 1s due to the fact that 
those responsible for the design were 
fully advised concerning the latest de- 
velopments in both Germany and Eng- 
land. The new naval rigids will be 60 
constructed as to make all vital parts 
readily accessible for repairs in the 
event of emergency. 

Official Washington is awaiting 
arrival of Dr. Hugo Eckener and his 
associates ‘here, probably Friday. The 
Zeppeline commander and members of 
his crew will be entertained by Pres!i- 
dent Coolidge, the German Charge 
d'affaires and Edward P. Warner, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy for Aero- 
nautics. Other functions are being ar- 
ranged in their honor. It was not defi- 
nitely known today how long the party 
will remain in Washington.

California Governor Refuses 
to Halt Hanging. of 
Child’s Slayer. 


HOPE LIES WITH WARDEN 


Sacramento, Calif., Oct, 16 (N.Y.W.N. 
§.).—William Edward Hickman, “the 


Fox,” under sentence of death for the 
murder of 12-year-old Marian Parker, 
Los Angeles school girl, was brought 
near to the gallows today when Gov. 
O O. Young, of California, refused here 
to interfere with his execution, set for 
next Friday morning at San Quentin 
prison. 

The governor made known his belief 
that Hickman is sane and that he re- 
ceived a fair trial immediately after a 
conference with Jerome Walsh, attor- 
ney for Hickman, and Thomas Hick- 
man, of El Paso, Tex., father of the 
condemned youth. The pleas for ex- 
ecutive clemency made by Walsh and 
the elder Hickman had both been based 
upon the contention that the slayer 
was insane and unaccountable for his 
acts. The governor had earller received 
a letter from Hickman'‘s mother, who ts 
in Kansas City, pleading for commuta- 
tion of her son’s sentence to life im- 
prisonment. 

Gov. Young told Walsh that the only 
faint hope still remaining to save Hick- 
man from the noose lay in Warden 
James B. Holohan, of San Quentin 
prison, ordering an investigation of the 
murderer's sanity. 


Could Ask Examination. 


The warden is empowered, Walsh was 
told, to instruct the district attorney 
of Merion County to form a board cf 
physicians to examine and determine 
Hickman’s mental status, if he be- 
lieves the condemned youth is insane. 

Walsh and the elder Hickman left 
the governor's office saying they planned 
to. visit the prisoner at the State prison 
tomorrow. 

They will find “the Fox” seemingly 
unmoved by his approaching fate. A 
reporter who visited the prison at San 
Quentin learned there that Hickman 
laughs and chats with his prison mates, 
eats heartily, sleeps soundly and plays 
| ames with relish during the exercise 
periods allowed by the prison routine. 


| He has gained 11 pounds in weight 
|Since entering the prison, now tipping 
| the scales at 152 pounds. He ts careful 
of his appearance, insists upon having 
his hair trimmed regularly, and shaves 
and grooms himself daily. 


Has No Cell Mate. 


Hickman 1s one of the few prisoners 
in San Quentin who has no cell mate. 
His mornings are spent largely in reaci- 
ing and writing letters to the scores of 
persons all over the country with whom 
he corresponds. During recreation pe- 
riods he plays handball, baseball and 
\dominoes with other inmates of 
“ceath row.” 

The hempen rope from which Hick- 
man will swing has been tested and 
now has attached to it a tag bearing 
his name and date set for his hanging 
Prison guards used to sell such ropes 
for $1 an inch after hangings, but the 
prison board now compels the burning 
|of them. 
| After Hickman’s execution his pho- 
| tograph, in accordance with the prison 
custom, will be placed, along with those 
of 136 other men hanged at San Quen- 
‘tin since 1893, behind a long glass in

Wounded Man Kills Foe 


Pistol Battle in New York, 


in Front of Helen Morgan’s 


Former Club, Laid to “Beer Racket’”—Machine 
Gun Left With Slain Convict. 


New York, Oct. 16 (N.Y.W.NS.).—A 
“beer racket” pistol battle in the open 
Chicago style was fought out in Fifty- 
fourth street, just west of Broadway, 
this morning, which was not the be- 
ginning of the day for that night re- 
sort neighborhood, but its end. 

Joseph Noe, a special deputy sheriff 
of Bronx County, heretofore regarded 
as a respectable plumber, although his 


specialty was known to be beer pumps, 
dropped under the kick of three bul- 
lets fired from a blue sedan in front 
of No. 231, which is the Fifty-fourth 
Street Club, formerly run by Helen 
Morgan.

At Roosevelt Hospital, with the possi- 
bility of death staring him in the face, 
Noe at first said he fired because he 
thought he was about to be held up, 
then wearily turned his head from <le- 
tectives and let it be known he would 
live up to the code of his kind. setting 
his own scores and telling nothing. 

In addition to the fatal wound under 
the ear, Weinberg was shot in jhe 
thigh and right forearm. The car, be- 
lieved to have contained three other 
men, sped east in Fifty-fourth street, 
ripping off the open door as it brushed 
@ motor truck. Somewhere on its 
course downtown two men got out. 

The driver casually entered a garage 
at 614 East Thirtenth stret, told 
Thomas Sessions, negro employe, he 
wished to park the machine there for 
a while, and remarked: “Never mind 
my stewed friend on the back seat. Let 
‘im sleep it off.’ 

A short while later Sessions got & 
telephone call and was directed to drive 
the car to Avenue D and Twelfth 
street. On the way he became doubtful 
about the “drunk” slumped on the rear 
seat. He took a good look, left the car on 
the run and found a policeman, The 
body’s clothing included a bullet-proof 
vest, which had had no chance to prove 
its merit.

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Blackmer Extradition | Case 7 


Awaits Election’s Outcome 


France Pigeonholes Wash- 
ington’s Request to 


Return Oil Man. 


Paris, Oct. 16 (U.P.).—The tangled 
affairs of Henry M. Blackmer, who has 
been in voluntary exile from the United 
States since the Government sought his 
testimony in connection with the Tea- 
pot Dome oil deals, will remain un- 
changed until after the presidential 
elections at least, the United Press 
learned today. 

Washington's request for extradition 
of Blackmer has been stuck in a 
pigeonhole at the Quai D’Orsay and 
will remain there until November 6. 
The request was presented to the for- 
eign office last summer, stating that 
the former Denver Oil man was want- 
ed in connection with income tax 
charges, 

It is no secret here that the United 
States extradition request has bothered 
the French government considerably 
since France prides herself on being a 
political refuge with laws favoring the 
individual rather than the nation seek- 
ing extradition. 

Since the request was made there 
have been various maneuvers which 
subsequently delayed final decision and 
the political significance was considered 
by officials here. Many persons ac- 
quainted with the case expressed the 
belief that the American attempt to 
extradite Blackmer was a result of 
party politics.

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GOV. SMITH ON ECONOMY. 

By satirizing the petty economies ef- 
fected by Gen. Lord, Director of the 
Budget, by ignoring taxing and public 
debt reductions, and by laying stress 
upon governmental extravagance in 
paying large rents instead of erecting 
badly needed public buildings, Gov. 
Smith last night at Sedalia drew what 
he described as the true picture of al- 
leged Republican economy. His speech 
was adroit and entertaining, and may 
have been persuasive to individuals hav- 
ing little or no knowledge of Government 
affairs. It was useful, also, in empha- 
sizing the failure of Congress to provide 
suitably for the care of the Indians, 
the housing of the regular Army, and 
needed public buildings. 

Gov. Smith flouted the Republican 
claim that genuine economy has been 
put into effect throughout the Govern- 
ment; but his argument was lacking in 
force on account of his failure to give 
credit for the reduction of the public 
debt and taxation, which could not have 
been effected if economy had not been 
practiced in expenditures. He cited in- 


«creased expenditures in the several ex- 


ecutive departments as if they were 
mere extravagances, and made no allow- 
ance for the growth of the country and 
the corresponding necessity for expan- 
sion of the Government’s activities. 
President Coolidge, the head and front 


“of the economy movement, has never as- 


serted that. the Government’s total ex- 
penditures are becoming less each year. 
Like any other business in the United 


States, the Government’s business is in- 
«creasing, and the cost of operation in- 
creases in proportion; but if, while mak- 
ing provision for necessary growth, the 
taxes are reduced and the public debt 
«curtailed, it is impossible to show that 
"economy has not been practiced.

The audience in Sedalia may have been: 
convinced by Gov. Smith that the Gov- 
ernment under the Coolidge administra- 
tion has been extravagant and that the 
economy claim is false, but the great 
radio audience that listened to Gov. 
Smith was not convinced. On the con- 
trary, the majority of Americans who 
heard the speech doubtless detected 
fatal omissions, which prevented the 
speech from being effective as an attack 
upon the Coolidge economy record. 


ROUGH STUFF AT LAKEHURST. 


Mismanagement by the police and unneces- 
Sarily arbitrary treatment by the customs of- 
ficials aroused intense feeling at. Lakehurst on 
the part of the passengers of the Graf Zep- 
pelin. They were pushed and mauled about 
by the police in the scramble that occurred 
when the waiting crowd surrounded the air- 
ship. Then the passengers were herded into a 
small room and kept waiting for two or three 
hours before their baggage was passed. Tired 
and famished as they were, it is not surprising 
that they should have been greatly exasperated 
by their experience. 

It appeared, however, that the delay in pass- 
ing the customs was caused by the skipper of 
the Zeppelin, who gave strict orders that 
nothing should be permitted to interfere with 
the safe stowage of the airship, which con- 
sumed much time, 

The German minister of the interior, Herr 
Albert Grzesinski, who was a _ passenger, 
severely criticized the police methods at Lake- 
hurst, and compared them most unfavorably 
with the police methods of Berlin. He attribut- 
ed the confusion and the rough tactics of the 
police to inadequate schooling in the methods 
of handling crowds. Probably heis right. The 
police authorities had ample notice of a crush 
at Lakehurst, and the experience of Lindbergh 
at Le Bourget served as a warning against 
permitting a mob to lurch forward, It was in 
trying to protect the Graf Zeppelin’s pas- 
sengers from the roughness of the mob that 
the police themselves used strong-arm ractics 
against both mob and passengers. If the po- 
lice had laid their plans better there would 
have been no necessity for rough treatment of 
anybody. 


PLANNING FOR CAR STORAGE. 


Of the suggestions advanced from time to 
time for the relief of traffic congestion, the 
one that appears to hold most promise is that 
parking in congested areas be banned. A 
row of parked cars is equivalent to a lane of 
moving vehicles; in streets upon which* park- 
ing is barred it is possible for two additional 
lines of vehicles to pass through. Parking 
bans, however, have not generally proved 
practicable in the absence of storage depots. 
If parking is to be ruled out of 
areas there must be established 
parking lots of ample size, 
heart of such zones. 

From time to time it is suggested that 
underground parking provides the only solu- 
tion for relief of congestion, but thus far in 
the United States there have not been con- 
structed subterranean depots of any magni- 
tude. Unquestionably Sweden’s approach to 
the problems of congestion, through the con- 
struction of subterranean garages, will be 
watched with the greatest of interest. Two 
such storage places for vehicles are to be 
erected shortly in Stockholm, one beneath 
Hoetorget Market and the other beneath Gus- 
tavus Adolphus place, 

When the Government building program is 
completed the Mall-Avenue area is bound to 
present a traffic picture unlike that presented 
in any other American city. Between the 
hours of 9 and 4:30 there will be thousands 
of motor cars parked in the streets of the 
Mall-Avenue area, retarding the even flow of 
traffc and marring the appearance of hand- 
some structures, unless one of two remedies 
is adopted. Either parking must be limited 
or prohibited in the area and automobile 
drivers made to walk many blocks to their 
destination, or satisfactory parking facilities 
musf be constructed. Underground garages 
may provide a satisfactory solution, The 
Stockholm project demands scrutiny by the 
planners of the Mall-Avenue development. 
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BETTER JURIES NEEDED. 


What is the penalty for shirking jury duty? 
Judge Mattingly has said, in sentencing 
Charles J. Richardson for contempt of court, 
that the law imposes a penalty of 48 hours in 
jail and a fine of $20 upon the man who is 
guilty of deserting a jury in the midst of try- 
ing a case. But what of the thousands of 
citizens who shirk this civic responsibility each 
month on pleas of a “busy season,” an “im- 
portant deal.pending” or other alibis? 

It is a perplexing characteristic of human 
nature that men will struggle for ages for the 
rights of participation in government—for the 
privileges of trial ‘“‘by their peers’—and then 
make any plausible excuse to avoid the per- 
formance of their duty in maintaining these 
rights. 

One prominent business man recently went 
before a court and pleaded with the judge that 
he be excused from jury duty on the ground 
that his business could not possibly go on with- 
out him. “But,’’ replied the judge, ‘“‘this is a 
trial in which the keen judgment of an ex- 
perienced business man is required to insure 
an equitable settlement.” 

Still the executive made excuses. “All 
right,”” said the judge. ‘You may be released 
on condition that if you ever come before this 
court seeking judgment, you will be willing to 
have your case tried by men who flock into 
the court for jury service simply to get the 
$3 daily fee.” | hte 

The business man saw the matter in a new 
light and decided to serve. . 

Of course some distinction must be made 
between the man who offers excuses to escape 
jury responsibility and the person who deserts 
a jury after trial of a case has begun, thus put- 
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ting the State and the litigants to the expense 
of a new trial.. 

Cases are all too frequent in which juries 
are picked for their lack of intelligence, in 
order that lawyers may play on their emotions 
or prejudices to secure favorable judgments. 
The jurists of the Nation should give attention 
to working out some-plan for getting responsi- 
ble,-intelligent juries. 
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A CHANCE FOR YOUNG ARTISTS. 


The National Broadcasting Co., working in 
conjunction with the National Music League, 
has worked out a plan whereby talented young 
musicians will be able to make their formal 
debuts without personal expense. The debut 
is an: indispensable prelude to a professional 
career. It is arranged largely so that the new 


concert artist can win public notice before giv- 
ing concerts in other parts of the country. A 
debut concert costs, however, between $600 
and $1,000, and constitutes a great drain. 

The broadcasting company proposes a series 
of Monday night debut concerts, each of which 
is to be broadcast throughout the Nation. The 
young musicians will be selected by a commit- 
tee of the National Music League, and tiose 
selected will appear in the auditorium of the 
broadcasting company. Three artists will ap- 
pear on each program—a pianist, for example, 
a singer, and a violinist—and every effort will 
be made to bring the affair to the attention of 
New York critics. 

The scheme deserves to succeed. The United 
States is only beginning to recognize the fact 
that it must smooth the way for those who 
are fitted to engage upon an artistic Career.

Rico ranks third in trade among 


try’s possessions and noncontiguous Territor- 
ies. That trade in 1927 amounted to $96,- 
902,024 in purchases from Porto Rico and 
$86,318,791 in sales to that Territory. The 
United States can purchase elsewhere what it 
may not now obtain from Porto Rico, but 
Porto Rico not have the means with 
which to take from the United States anything 
like the volume of goods that it has bought in 
the past. Of the various products that the 
United States obtains from the island, coffee 
accounts for purchases to the amount of 
$1,678,086, and it was amid the coffee planta- 
tions that the hurricane did its worst wreck- 
age. 

The question of refinancing the stricken in- 
dustries of the island, and particularly coffee, 
is one that bears upon the United States in 
interest as it does upon Porto Rico for recov- 
ery. The island bankers confess their in- 
ability to finance the situation and would like 
to have Congress assume responsibility in the 
premises for a period of four or five years, the 
time which is required for coffee plants to 
come to maturity of bearing. There does not 
appear to be at the present time any credit 
agency constituted to afford this support to 
the country, either governmental or private. 

Herein lies the peculiar nature of the prob- 
lem. The United States has not been in the 
business of caring for noncontiguous Territor- 
ies long enough to have developed all the 
machinery which might need to be invoked. 
The question, however, is not one so much of 
the province of the Government to provide 
service, but of the necessity or the expediency 
for sucW action; for, of the United 
States can find authority to extricate its Terri- 
tories from chaos if it wishes to do so. 

By the time the local legislation has 
thrashed out the situation, in cooperation with 
the bankers of the island and of this coun- 
try, some way may be found for affording the 
$15,000,000 of relief that Porto Rico’s agri- 
culture requires. The presence of Federal 
Land Bank and Intermediate Bank officials on 
the ground gives assurance of wise direction 
toward a proper solution.

and, by inference, that correlation of roads 
systems throughout its entire reach is a task 
that might well be performed through coop- 
eration. In this recommendation considera- 
tion is had of the vast momentum which lat- 
terly has been given highway construction, 
particularly in Peru, Chile and Brazil, with 
ambitious programs for modernizing highways 
quite general over al], Latin America. Com- 
merce is the touchstone of traffic. Communi- 
cation, which calls for expansion of highways, 
is predominated by the economic motive. The 
mutual interest of the countries to the south 
and the United States prompts the pruposal 
that this country shall place at the service of 
its neighbors its wider road building ex- 
perience. 

The letter of the director general of the 
Pan-American Union in support of the 
aim of the proposed legislation points out 
that the entire genius of the Pan-American 
movement is found in the building of new 
highways of spiritual and material inter- 
course. The American good roads movemeut 
is reflected in the demands for the ealarge- 
ment of the engineering courses in the schools 
of the republics to the south, and the service 
of the United States might well be extended, 
as is contemplated, to the_assignment, upon 
request, of technical instructors for the train- 
ing of the youth in the highly technical work 
of road construction, in which the experience 
of this country is now-ample. The Senate bill 
authorizing the service is of a truly beneficial 
nature’and should be enacted,

The Minority Rules, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Admiral Kimball in his excellent com- 
munication in the Sunday issue of The 
Post speaks of the United States as no 
longer a republic, because of the stead- 
fast ignoring of the Constitution by 
Congress. Once we boasted that with 
us the people rule, and we often hear it 
from politicians that the majority must 
govern. I would like to call attention 
to the fact that in this country the 
majority no longer governs. Let us take 
a glance at congressional proceedings. 
The Senate is composed of 96 members, 
and the House of 435. In the Senate it 
requires 49 votes for a majority, and in 
the House 218. It is only on rare oc- 
casions that two-thirds of the member- 
ship of either House is present when a 
bill igs voted on. Indeed, such a vote is 
often taken when there is only a bare 
majority present. A bill comes up for 
final vote in the House, when only 250 
members are present. It receives 130 
votes in favor, and 120 opposed to its 
passage. According to the rule it passes. 
although it has received only 130 votes 
out of 435 members. It goes to the 
Senate and receives the vote of 27 of 
the 50 members present, and it becomes 
a law, through the votes of a small 
minority of the members. 

In some States the Constitution re- 
quires the affirmative vote of a ma- 
jority of all the members of the House 
or Senate to pass a bill, and it has been 
held by the courts that this affirmative

YARDSTICK OF PROGRESS. 


Construction is much more than a 
balance-wheel of business, a regulator 
of business fluctuations. Its growth 
contributes to the expanding wealth of 
the country; its development is a meas- 
uring rod of progress in the arts of 
living, of industry and commerce, The 
capital invested in new construction is 
distributed throughout the country as 
purchasing power for every kind of 
consumer merchandise that is_ sold, 
writes Thomas S. Holden in Forbes 
Magazine. In recent years, he ‘1dds, 
construction volume of .the entire 
country has been estimated at some- 
thing near $7,000,000,000 annually. This 
figure does not include certain classes 
of low-cost buildings that are quite 
large, though indeterminate, in num- 
ber—dwellings built singly at less than 
$5,000 each, private garages, filling 
stations and the like. In addition to 
this there is a very considerable 
amount of moderate-cost remodeling 
and alteration work, modernization of 
existing buildings, that escapes the 
statistical records. 

Recent studies have shown that, if 
we make allowance for these very nu- 
merous small jobs, a fair estimate of the 
annual total of all new construction ts 
$8,600,000,000, which includes $7,400,- 
000,000 for new buildings and impor- 
tant alteration and remodeling work 
and $1,200,000,000 for engineering 
work such as highways, bridges, water- 
supply and sewer systems. : 

We may reasonably guess that the 
total annual output of the entire in- 
dustry is worth $9,000,000,000 or over; 
some writers have estimated it as high 
as $10,000,000,000. At any rate, total 
earnings of the industry aggregate very 
close to 10 per cent of the national in- 
come, which, by the most recent esti- 
mate, is $90,000,000,000. 


The only American industry that is 
larger than construction in point of 


‘people employed and total value of 


output is agriculture, which employs 
10,000,000 workers and produces $17,- 
000,000,000 worth of goods. Construc- 
tion actually surpasses in importance 
the great railroad industry, which em- 
ploys 2,200,000 workers and earns $7,- 
400,000,000 a year.

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District and State Officials 
Will Discuss Costs of Four 
Connections. 


CRISIS IS REPORTED NEAR 


Whether the District water supply is 
to be made available to Prince Georges 
and Montgomery Counties of Maryland 
at four points specified by the Wash- 
ington Sanitary Suburban Commission 
Will be determined at conferences be- 
tween District and Maryland commis- 
Sion officials. 

Maj. D. A. Davison, Assistant Engi- 
neer Commissioner, and J. S. Garland. 
Superintendent of the District water 
system, were named by the District 
Commissioners yesterday to confer 


with Maryland officials on details of 
the proposal of the suburban sanitary 
commission. 

The commission proposed connection 
of the District water supply with 
mains in the two Maryland counties 
at Dix street and Eastern avenue 
northeast, at Rhode Island and East- 
ern avenues northeast and at George 
and Eastern avenues, with another 
connection, to be closed except in 
emergency, at Western avenue and 
Runnymeade street northwest. 

Garland estimated that the cost of 
installing the necessary connections 
and meters at the first three connec- 
tions would be $7,669.81 and the 
fourth, or emergency connection, 
would cost $2,406.58. He said the 
Maryland authorities would have to 
install necessary check valves on the 
Maryland side to prevent the water 
running back into the District mains. 


Authorized by Congress. 


The Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission proposed the connection 
with the District water supply system 
under the act of Congress authorizing 
the action, Maryland to pay for water 
used. 

The principal source of water sup- 
ply for the territory now is the pump- 
ing station and filtration plant at 
Burnt Mills, and this plant has about 
reached its capacity, T. Howard Duck- 
ett, chairman of the Maryland com- 
mission, told the District authorities. 

A filtration plant and pumping sta- 
tion at Takoma Park, Md., ts used to 
augment the 3,000,000-gallon supply of 
the Burnt Mills plant in periods of 
high consumption, and the plant orig- 
inally constructed for Mount Rainier 
also is kept read for emergency use, 
he said. 


Statement By Duckett. 


“The commission,” Duckett con- 
tinued, “is about to construct a new 
reservoir, pumping station and filtra- 
tion plant at a point on the North- 
west Branch, generally known as North- 
west Mill. The estimated capacity of 
the proposed plant is around 11,000,- 
000 gallons and the estimated time of 
completion is about two to three years 
from this fall.” : 

The connections with the District are 
wanted to provide a reserve and emer- 
gency supply of water for the nearby 
territory of the two counties and to 
permit the commission to dismantle 
the two reserve plants it now keeps 
in readiness for emergencies. 

The question of what price is to be 
paid the District for water consumed 
is to be determined by conference, as 
well as whether the proposed connec- 
tions can be made in accordance with 
the restrictions of the congressional 
act authorizing a connection between 
the two water systems. There already 
is @ sewer connection between the Dis- 
trict and Maryland.

Have Failed to Follow Fed- 
eral Reduction Policy, 
Hayes Says. 


ASKS FAKE STOCK CURB 


Atlantic Cit;, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Cor- 
rection of State and local tax evils and 
a further curb on fraudulent stock op- 
erators were urged by Henry R. Hayes, 
of New York, in his presidential ad- 
dress at the annual convention of the 
Investment Bankers Association of 
America today. 


“State and local taxes have increased 
to an alarming extent and have failed 
to follow the reduction policy of the 
Federal Government,” Hayes declared. 

He recommended appointment of 
committee to deal with the subject and 
called upon an existing committee on 
Federal taxation to undertake a detailed 
study of a new national income tax 
law, which he believed this country 
would be considering in about two 
years. Hayes also asked the delegates 
tc actively urge the adoption of a uni- 
form State public utility commission 
law. 

Declaring an immediate need existed 
for more Federal assistance in curbing 
traffic in fraudulent securities, Hayes 
advised more complete enforcement of 
existing statutes rather than further 
legislation of the so-called “blue-sky” 
type. 

He reported a committee of the as- 
sociation recently urged upon the Post- 
master General the need for an addi- 
tional Postoffice Department appropri- 
ation of $5,000,000 a year for additional 
inspectors to prevent swindling of 
savings. 

“Until German reparations and in- 
terallied debts are settled with due re- 
gard for the welfare of creditor nations. 
they will continue to be a menace to 
the economic structure of the world,” 
Joseph R. Swan, of New York, said in 
submitting the report of the foreign 
securities committee of which he is 
chairman. 

He advocated that members “take a 
lenient position toward rigid enforce- 
ment of our claims against nations of 
the world.” 

Swan cited the increase in 
foreign securities and foreign shares 
during the last nine months and de- 
clared that the purpose for advancing 
capital to foreign countries 
changed from one of 
financing to one of 
financing.

Chicago, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—An immense 
scheme of expansion that would de- 
velop Montgomery Ward chain stores 
department stores and mail order dis- 
tributing centers into what he termed 
the largest general merchandising chain 
in the world was revealed to stockhold- 
ers today by George B. Everitt, presi- 
dent, coincidentally with announce-- 
ment of a large stock melon. 

Directors of the company approved 
an increase in Montgomery Ward com- 
mon stock from 1,285,000 authorized 
shares to 6,000,000, and offered stock- 
holders, subject to their approval, at a 
meeting November 19, two additional 
Shares at $17.50 each for every share 
now held. 

The stock split-up was followed by a 
post-dividend reaction in quotations 
on the New York Stock Market, where 
the company’s stock has scored a re- 
markable rise in the last few weeks’ 
bull market. Touching $306 shortly 
after the opening for a new high rec- 
ord, the stock dropped off to $291 at 
the close. 


Dividends to Begin in February. 
Next February the new stock will 
be placed on a $2.50 annual dividend 
basis, equal to $750 on the current 
stock, which is paying $1 regular and

was quoted in over-the-counter trade 


around $110 on a “when issued” basis | 


and the rights ranged around $188.

for albumin and the temperature was 
not taken. It is difficult to say wheth- 
er these symptoms were the same then 
as now. The first finding, put in an- 
other way, is that the present. drinkiny 
is likely to put a man under the table 
more promptly than was the case be- 
fore. 

2. In six cases severe esifects were 
due to other poisons taken along with 
the alcohol, generally through ivno- 
rance and exposures that could not 
have been readily avoided. 

3. A considerable proportion >f the 
traffic accidents are due to alcohol- 
‘ism. 

4. The chronic drinker nas change’ 
his technique. Instead of drinking 
steadily every day he now goes on 
sprees. 

5. Old-fashioned delirium tremens 
has almost entirely disappeared. This 
is probably due to uncertainty as to 
supply and greater difficulty in keep- 
inz contacts with purveyors—in - this 
case, bootleggers. 

6. Alcohol neuritis now causes 
greater sensitiveness of the skin and 
greater weakness of the muscles. 

7. The cirrhosis of the iiver due to 
ehronic alcoholism follows the same 
type as that of the  preprohibition 
periods. 

Dr. E. Bogen contributed an. article 
on acute alcoholism which bears oa 
some phases of questions raised by 
Drs. Richardson and _ Blankenhorn. 
though not in the main theme. 

He found that there was no tolerance 
to liquor except that which was due 
to the rate of absorption from the 
stomach. The gentleman who “carried 
his liquor well’ was merely one in 
whom absorption was slow. If a man 
acquired the art of carrying his liquor 
he had merely slowed up in stomach 
absorption.

* Answer—Without more detailed in- 
formation, it is difficult to advise you. 
If your health is good and your diet a 
sensible one, the chances are that you 
have been improperly or inadequately 
cleansing your skin. Perhaps, you have 
only recently been using cosmetics. If 
so, this and lack of extra care in cleans- 
ing would explain the condition of 

ur skin. 

The application of warm cloths and 
washing with pure castile soap as 
cleansing mediums are adapted to 
many skins, but I advise against these 
in your cease. Instead, employ a slight- 
ly oily cleansing cream. Apply gen- 
erously, patting it into the skin. When 
every vestige of make-up has been re- 
moved and the skin thoroughly 
cleansed, wipe away the surplus, bathe 
the face with cool water and, after dry- 
ing, apply a mild astringent.

If it is possible to get along without 
powder for a few days, so much the 
better.

OSTON, Mass., Oct. 16..—Judge 

Fuchs, president of the Boston 

National League Club is ready to 
the champion 
batsman of the season just closed. The 
owner of the Boston Club made it 
plain here today that he was ready 
to trade Hornsby, but would consider 
no deal for the star player on a cash 
basis. 

It is very apparent that Rogers 
Hornsby will not be with the Braves 
another. season. The stigma of having 
been embroiled with Branch Rickey, of 
the Cardinal, and Charles Stoneham, 
of the Giants, dampened his popularity 
here in Boston, particularly since he 
replaced Jack Slattery as manager. 

There are very few indeed who be- 
lieve that Hornsby was a party to any 
plot for personal aggrandisement in any 
of these cases, yet the forces of senti- 
ment in this city can not very well 
be ignored. And Judge Fuchs and his 
associates, whether willing to admit 
it or not, have been forced to cénsider 
this wave of adverse sentiment toward 
Hornsby. 


Judge Fuchs made several things 
plain today. No official offer has 
been made by any club, not ex- 
cepting the Chicago Cubs, for 
Hornsby. The judge stands ready, 
when a suitable offer in playing 
material is made, to let Hornsby 
go. He has discussed the matter 
with Hornsby and both are in per- 
fect accord on this. He would 
under no circumstances make any 
deal with the Cubs 
club on a money 


or any other 


basis. 


Fuchs declared without hesitation 
today that he had talked this situation 
in a most thorough manner with 
Hornsby. The judge was frank about 
the matter. He wanted it understood 
that no official offer had been made. 

“Hornsby and I have talked the mat- 
ter over,” declared Judge Fuchs, “and 
there is no sense in my denying that a 
trade is not only possible but prob- 
able. But let it be understood that 
Hornsby is not for sale for any cash 
amount; it must pe a trade for play- 
ers and the only. cash that may figure 
will be in event that a small balance is 
necessary.” 

Judge Fuchs places his ban on an 
outright sale of Hornsby because of the 
club’s need of real players. He figures 
that with the players he could secure 
in trade for Hornsby, Boston would 
have a first division club. 


Chicago, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Whether 
Rogers Hornsby, the much tossed about 
manager of the Boston Braves, would 
appear in the Chicago Cubs’ line-up 
next seasOn was more or less a con- 
jecture today, as President William L. 
Veech, of the Cubs, neither would deny 
nor confirm the rumor. 

“Iam in no position to say anything 
at present,” said President Veeck. 
“We would like to have Hornsby, as 
would any other club in the major 
leagues, and are in the market for 
available good players to bolster up 
the team.” 

Veeck declined to deny reports that 
the Cubs’ managoment was negotiate 
ing with Emil Fuchs, president of the 
Boston Club, for the transfer of 
Hornsby’s contract. 


“I have nothing to say on the 
matter,” said the Cubs’ president. 
“Too many deals have been ruined 
by publicity, and if the Cubs pur- 
chase Hornsby nothing will be said 
omMicially until the deal is com- 
pleted.” 


Rumors of the trade, one of the 
most important in baseball history, 
have been circulated since the start of 
the world series. At that time both 
Veeck and Fuchs denied they had dis- 
cussed the possibility of the Boston 
manager joining the Cubs. Hornsby, 
however, said he expected to be wears 
ing a Cub’s uniform next season. 

Baseball gossip has it that the Cubs’ 
president and Fuchs first discussed the 
subject a month ago. Fuchs, facing a 
deficit for the season, was said to have 
agreed tentatively to the proposition. 
Later discussions were said to have 
brought up the subject of price, the 
Braves placing a price of $250,000 on 
their managér and two or three players.

Coroner’s Jury, for First Time 
in History, Gets Enough 
Evidence to Act. 


ACCUSED IS IDENTIFIED 
BY FELLOW ORIENTAL 


Pratt and Kelly Hasten Plan 
to Clean City of All Re- 
puted Gunmen. 


Determined to put an end to tong 
warfare in Washington the police yes- 
terday were busy rounding up every 


Chinese in the city with the avowed 
intention of deporting al] who can not 
prove their legal right to be in this 
country Scores of the Orientals were 
questioned at headquarters yesterday, 
and last night Inspector Henry Pratt 
and Lieut. Edward J. Kelly conferred 
with immigration authorities, whose co- 
operation they have enlisted. 

Inspector Pratt and Lieut. Kelly let 
it be known that they intend to make 
@ complete clean-up of Washington's 
Chinatown, and that they expect it 
‘to result in only the stable, peaceful 
and law-abiding Chinese remaining in 
the District. 


Police Make Record. 


Pratt and Kelly have worked tire- 
lessly on the tong outbreak ever since 
it occurred Sunday evening, and their 
efforts were rewarded in part yesterday 
when a coroner’s jury for the first 
time in the history of tong feuds in 
Washington, ordered a man held on 
the evidence they have gathered. Here- 
tofore it has been almost impossible 
to force any of the tongmen to give 
any worthwhile information upon 
which to build a case. 

With the threat of wholesale deporta- 
tions slowly breaking the traditional 
Chinese taciturnity, however, the coro- 
ner’s jury yesterday at the District 
Morgue ordered Lee Loi, 26-year-old 
On Leong tongman, held for the action 
of the grand jury on a charge of mur- 
der in connection with the deaths of 
Lee Ying Yee, alias Yoe Yen Yee, and 
Lee Sue, who were killed in the out- 
break of tong warfare here Sunday 
evening. 

Identified Definitely. 


Lee Loi was ordered held principally 
on the strength of a deathbed state- 
ment by Lee Sue, and his definite 
identification yesterday as one of the 
gunmen by his fellow countryman, 
Sang Lung, who was in the store at 
325 Pennsylvania avenue northwest 
when the shooting occurred. 

No action was taken by the coroner’s 
jury in regard to Lai Yee, the second 
of the two Chinese held Sunday after 
a police round up of more than a score 
of Orientals, but he is still being held 
at the First Precinct station on a tech- 
nical charge of investigation. 

The first arrest in the probable de- 
portation clean-up was made yester- 
day when Lee Minto, 28 years old, of 
843 Pennsylvania avenue northwest, 
was taken into custody and held at 
the Sixth Precinct station for the im- 
migration authorities. Others are ex- 
pected to foilow in rapid order follow- 
ing the police conference last night 
with immigration authorities. 

At the inquest at the Morgue yes- 
terday Dr. A. M. McDonald produced 
a..38 caliber bullet, which he testi- 
fied, he had removed from the body 
o*” Lee Ying Yee, and which he turned 
over to Lieut. Kelly. The coroner’s 
jury found that the Chinese was killed 
by the bullet and that Lee Roy and 
others were résponsible for the shoot- 
ing. 


Witness Accuses Loi. 


Sang Lung, an aged Chinaman, was 
the only one of his race called to tes- 
tify, and his testimony was taken 
through an interpreter, F. L. Quan. 
Lung told the jury'that he had been 
in the store where the shooting occur- 
red only three minutes when the mur- 
derers entered. He pointed Loi out as 
one of the men who did the shooting, 
and again identified the man when 
Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt ordered Loi 
to stand up. 


Boston. Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Tong war- 
fare broke out in Boston tonight with 
the shooting to death of Lee Wey Kin, 
a laundryman. Lee was ironing in his 
shop when a well-dressed Chinese en- 
tered and asked to what society the 
laundryman belonged. 

Le answered that he belonged to 
none, and the visitor drew a pistol and 
fired six shots into him. The man és- 
caped. Police said they believed a 
member of the On Leong tong was re- 
sponsible for the _ shooting. They 
placed little credence in Lee’s declara- 
tion that he belonged to no society.

Old Structures and Scarcity of 
Classrooms Present Prob- 
lems for Board. 


SEVERAL RICH IN LORE, 
BUT POOR IN FACILITIES 


Seventh Division and Suburbs 
Are Worst Sufferers 
From Congestion. 


This'is the fourth of a series of 
articles dealing with conditions in the 
city’s public schools. The article today 
deals with conditions in the sixth and 
seventh divisions in the Northeast and 
Southeast sections. Another article 
will appear tomorrow.

Antiquated and congested is the de- 
scription most fitting for many of the 
elementary schools in the sixth and 
seventh divisions There are few 
Washingtonians now living who can 
recall the opening in 1864 of the Wal- 
lach School, the dean of the corps. 

As a general rule the schools in 
these divisions are rich in historic lore, 


but poor in modern educational facill- 
ties. 

More children of school age live in 
the area bounded by First street, 
Florida avenue, Nineteenth street and 
the Anacostia River than in any other 
‘area of like size in the city, and yet 
that section can boast of few laurels 
received under the five-year building 
program which fell flat when only 57 
per cent completed. 


Sixth Division Improved. 


When the five-year program first 
was put into effect, congested and part- 
time classes in the sixth division were 
the rule and not the exception. Since

Labor Department Bulletin 
Reports Surplus in All 
Other Fields Here. 


There was a shortage of domestic 
help in the District during the past 
month, but the surplus of clerical help 
was increased by the annual influx of 
students seeking part-time employment, 
according to a survey of the United 
States Department of Labor, made pub- 
lic yesterday in the Industrial Employ- 
ment Information Bulletin. 

The miscellaneous industries here 
employed their usual forces during 
September and it is pointed out that 
while the volume of employment in- 
creased it was not sufficient to absorb 
the apparent surplus of labor. The sur- 
vey showed that department and chain 
stores employed additional workers and 
hotels increased their staffs. 

The street-paving program in the 
District and various building operations 
afforded employment to a large num- 
ber of skillec and unskilled workers, 
but the supply of all classes of help 
was more than equal to the demand, 
the report showed. . 

In Maryland labor was well employed 
during the past 30 days and there was 
only a slight surplus of workers appar- 
ent in some centers. The majority of 
the plants operated on normal sched- 
ules, aqording to the survey, which 
points out that the highway construc- 
tion program provided employment for 
many. Plenty of farm labor was avail- 
able. 

The volume of employment increased 
in Virginia during September. Public 
utility extensions, large building pro- 
grams and highway construction af- 
forded employment to a large num- 
ber. A shortage of competent farm 
help was reported in a few. sections.

CITY HEALS ALF UO 
TO BOTHER WITTNER 


Not Interested in Political Ac- 
tivity Unless Efficiency 
Is Cut Down. 


MEETING IS CONDUCTED) 


Loren H. Wittner, civilian employe of 
the District Traffic Bureau, can carry 
on whatever political activity he may 
wish so long as it does not interfere 
with his efficiency as a District em- 
ploye or with the efficiency of others 
in the District employe. 


That was the unofficial decision of 
the District Commissioners yesterday 
when they considered at a board meet- 
ing a letter written them by Wittner 
protesting. the refusal of the Civil 
Service Commission to pass on his 
activities in support of Gov. Al Smith, 
Democratic nominee for the Presidency. 

Kittner did not say what his po- 
litical activities have been or are to 
be, and Daniel E. Garges, secretary of 
the board of commissioners, merely 
acknowled receipt of his letter. 

“I think I’m fairly broad-minded,” 
Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty, 
who has supervision of the Police De- 
partment, said after the meeting of 
the Commissioners. “I do not want 
to interfere with the rightful exer- 
cise of any one’s liberty. I am going 
to do nothing about the matter until 
there is reasonable ground for com- 
plaint.” 

Wittner is chairman of the advisory 
committee of the Government Work- 
ers’ Betterment Organization, which 
is “standing for a real merit system,” 
and he came into public notice through 
publication recently of a protest against 
the Civil Service Commission’s rules 
stringently restricting “‘political activ- 
ities” on the part of Government em- 
ployes. 

The rules are said to restrict the 
wearing of a campaign button, or car- 
rying an emblem on an automobile. 
Wittner told the commission that he 
intended to exercise his political rights 
as an” American citizen, and, dissatis- 
fied with the answer of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, sought to make an 
issue with the District Commissioners.

In the new five-year 
program now being considered by 
school officials, it is known that sev- 
eral recommendations for replacement 
of the older schools will be made. | 

In the seventh division conditions 
were classified as more or less “static.” 
When the five-year program became 
effective, the Bryan, Buchanan and 
Cranch-Tyler Schools were the center 
of congestion. Partial relief of these 
schools was obtained througn enlarge- 
ment of the Hine Junior High School, 
formerly Eastern High School, with a 
nine-room addition. Further relief is 
expected to result when the six-room 
addition to the Bryan Schoo] is com- 
pleted this year. 

Six flimsy wooden portables, the con- 
tinued use of which give cause for nu- 
merous complaints from community 
organizations, now are in use in the 
seventh division. Two are located at 
the Bryan School, two at the Congress 
Heights School and one each a! the 
Lennox and Orr Schools. 


Seventh 


More Congestion Develops. 


Congestion which is developing rapid- 
ly in the Congress Heights and Randle 
Highlands communities is causing of- 
ficials no little concern. No recom- 
mendations for improvement of edu- 
cational facilities in this section were 
made in the five-year program, and 
officials declare the condition will have 
to be met in the next building pro- 
gram. 

In this connection it is known that 
urgent request will be made for appro- 
priations for a new junior high school 
in the Anacostia area. Such a school 
would remedy the situation now preva- 
lent in that district, officials assert. 

Due to the lack of growth in the 
Kenilworth section, the four-room ad- 
dition to the Kenilworth School planned 
under the five-year program has been 
abandoned. The four-room additions 
planned for the Buchanan and Len- 
nox Schools, however, which are now 
deemed of the utmost necessity to re- 
lieve congestion at these centers, have 
been lost in the part collapse of the 
building program. 

There are many developments of ed- 
ucational facilities in the sixth and 
seventh divisions which school officials 
would like to put into effect. They 
plan to recommend them in the new 
building program, soon to be placed 
before Congress for consideration. 
Whether they will get sufficient appro- 
priations to put them into effect is 
another matter.

The Potomac River is too shallow at 
Washington to permit the new French 
cruiser Duquesne to come here tomor- 
row, bearing Paul Claudel, French Am- 
bassador to Washington. 

The French Embassy notified the 
Navy Department yesterday that the 
cruiser, the largest ship ever scheduled 
to visit this city, would go to New 
York City and spend six days there 
instead of at the Washington Navy 
Yard. 

At the office of the French naval at- 
tache it was explained the ship requires 
a uniform depth of 22 feet and at 
Washington the river channel is but 
20 feet.

Hesse to Move to Silence 


Radio Shop Loud Speakers 


Plans Test of Police Regulations to Check Noises Com- 
plained Of by Many—May Be Obliged to 
Draft New Rule. 


The raucous volume of radio loud 
speakers along the sidewalks of Wash- 
ington is going to be shut down if Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse can accomplish his 
purpose to do 50. 

Study is being made py police officials 
to determine whether the loud speakers 
placed outside radio and other stores in 
ali sections of the city can be shut off 
through application of the existing po- 
lice regulation against unnecessary 
noises. 

A test case probably will be made 
through the arrest of some dealer who 
advertises his wares through radio loud 
speakers outside his shop. If tae Police 
Court upholds the police interpretation 
of the regulation, other arrests will fol- 
low until the loud speaker nuisance has 
been eliminated. 


May Draft New Resolution. 


Should the regulation fail to hold 
in court a new regulation will be 
drafted by Maj. Hesse and submitted to 
the District Commissioners with a rec- 
ommendation that they approve it im- 
mediately. 

The action of the police chief has 
been prompted by mumerous com- 
plaints received from doctors, lawyers, 
and other professional and business 
men against the loud speakers outside 
shops near their offices. 


A patent attorney, engaged in search- 
ing patent records, recently protested 
against a loud speaker near the Patent 
Office, declaring its din was so dis- 
turbing that he had been unable to 
pursue his work at the office and had 
to take it to his home. 

Other complaints also have been re- 
ceived from other prominent men and 
women, Maj. Hesse said. 


Blare Continuous, They Say. 


The complainants declared that it 
wouldn’t be so bad if the loud speakers 
were worked only part time or on the 
occasion of unusual or extraordin- 
ary events, but they could not stand 
the continual blare of household helps 
and recipes in the morning, luncheon 
music throughout the midafternoon, 
tea music in. the late afternoon, and 
dinner music, if they are kept in their 
offices later, to say nothing of political 
speeches, exhortations of one sort and 
another, with a few interpolations of 


jazz. 

“I don’t blame them,” Maj. Hesse 
confided. “I have received many com- 
plaints and I think they are justified 
in most cases. Loud speakers are bad 
enough if you only have to pass by 
them, but when they are outside your 
office window or some place where you 
have to hear them all day long, almost 
any person has a right to kick.”

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BATTLE IN CONGRESS 
FOR WlGH CITY TAXES 


Efficiency Bureau’s Report Is 
Held Virtual Demand for 
New Rate. 


OFFICIALS LAYING PLANS 
FOR MEETING BIG ISSUE 


Levy Is Not Unduly Low by 
Comparison, Is View 
of Leaders. 


District officials yesterday saw them- 
selves confronted with another battle 
to stave off unfair tax increases at the 
hands of Congress and set about to 
meet the issue. 

Basing their opinion on a published 
summary of a survey by the United 
States Bureau of Efficiency, District 
financial experts declared the report 
was tantamount to a demand for high 
taxes. 

None would comment publicly on the 
report. They said they had not seen 
it, but underneath that reason lay their 
fear of antagonizing the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency which has “investigators” 
spread throughout the District service 
and is backed by the power of Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, and other members of 
Congress who, District officials believe, 
do not feel kindly toward the District 


Bureau Held “Super-Invisible.” 


The Bureau of Efficiency has come to 
be something approaching a “super- 
invisible” government of the District, 
one man said privately. 

District taxes, officials said, are not 
unduly low in comparison with the 
municipal taxes of other cities, and a 
mere comparison of tax rates here and 
elsewhere means absolutely nothing. 

Against a comparatively low tax rate 
the District has a real assessment, 
which is higher probably than that of 
any other large city in the country, the 
in the neigh- 
borhood of 90 per cent of the actual 
sales price on hundreds of transfers 
checked up by William P. Richards, 
District assessor, it is pointed out. 


Only Gesture Toward 60-40 Plan. 


Another factor which must be taken 
into consideration is the indebtedness 
of other cities compared with the abso- 
lute freedom from debt enjoyed by the 
District government. 

Efficient administration of public 
works is another factor, District offi- 
cilals boasting that the people of the 
National Capital get more street pav- 
Ing and other public works for their 
dollar than is averaged by any other 
large city. While they will not men- 
tion it publicly, they declare that no 
part of the tax-raised dollar goes for 
graft to any one in the District. 

District officials did not plan, at 
most, more than a gesture toward 
restoration of the 60-40 basis of Dis- 
trict and Federal appropriations, but 
they do believe the Federal appropria- 
tion of $9,000,000 annually toward the 
upkeep of the District is entirely out 
of proportion to the Federal Govern- 
ment’s responsibility. 

The reported conclusion of the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency that the $9,000,000 
Federal appropriation is too low, there- 
fore, met with agreement and approba- 
tion on the part of District officials.
